Prejudice. 

It  has  been  aptly  said  that  “man  is  the 
child  of  prejudice,”  and  truth  was  never 
more  complete.  All  onr  thoughts,  ac¬ 
tions,  hopes,  wishes  and  manner  of  liv¬ 
ing  are  founded  on  prejudice.  From  the 
cradle  to  the  grave  prejudice  attends  us. 
Prejudice  is  our  nurse  in  infancy,  it  is 
onr  tutor  in  childhood,  onr  companion  in 
manhood,  and  our  crutch  iu  old  age. 
We  begin  by  jndging  before  we  thiuk, 
taking  things  for  granted  without  hav¬ 
ing  first  examined,  into  their  fitness 
•or  truth,  and  we  never  break  ourselves 
of  the  habit.  Every  bliud  belief, 
every  implicit  obedience  to  castom 
or  fusbion,  no  matter  w  hat  the  authority 
on  which  it  rests,  is  a  prejudice;  yet,  al¬ 
though  a  prejudicial  individual  is  gener¬ 
ally  contemptible  and  sometimes  danger¬ 
ous,  there  are  prejudices  which  so  for 
from  being  contemptible  are  even  neces¬ 
sary  to  the  well  being  of  mankind  and 
society.  Such  are  tha  prejudices  ot  re¬ 
ligion,  nationality,  relationship,  etc. 
What  would  mau  be  w  ithout  such  preju¬ 
dices  as  these  ?  Would  he  honor  his  futh- 
er  or  mother  because  of  tho  mere  dictates 
of  reason  ?  Would  he  sacrifice  his  free¬ 
dom  for  the  happiness  of  a  wife  ?  Nay, 
would  ho  sacrifice  himself  for  his  own 
child  because  duly  commanded  him  to  do 
so  ?  What  would  his  friends,  his  couutry, 
his  religion,  his  God,  be  to  him  without 
these  sacred  prejudices  ?  The  acts  of 
man  to  which  he  is  impelled  by  reason 
are  cold  ;  mere  emanations  of  duty  are 
frigid.  When  motives  of  interest, cupidity 
or  passion  uctuate  us, reason  alone  is  but 
a  weak  agent  to  counteract  their  effects. 


The  Hoad  Board  Thoroughfare*--  Partic¬ 
ularly  Ithtom  field  Avenue. 

It  seems  to  be  the  general  wish  and 
expectation  that  the  Road  Board  Com- 
mission,  which  has  created  such  wide¬ 
spread  dissatisfaction  throughout  the 
county  on  account  of  abitrni7  and  un¬ 
just  assessments,  shall  step  down  and  out 
by  decree  of  the  next  Legislature. 
This  is  ms  it  should  bo.  The  Road 
Board  ought  to  be  abolished,  and 
County  Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders 
authorised  by  the  next  Legisla¬ 
ture  to  assume  the  future  control  of 
the  avenues  already  opened. 

That  the  Road  Board  has  survived  its 
days  of  usefulness,  and  that  its  course 
generally,  if  not  illegal  from  the  outset, 
lias  been  characterised  by  irregular  pro¬ 
ceedings,  is  demonstrated  by  tha  results 
attained  where  parties  aggrieved  have  ap- 
1  sealed  to  the  courts  for  redress. 

In  the  event  of  the  repeal  of  the  law 
cresting  the  Commission,  the  question 
arise*,  what  is  to  be  done  with  the  un¬ 
finished  business  of  levying  and  collect¬ 
ing  assessments  for  the  avenues  that 
have  been  opened  ?  If  the  assessments 
ore  to.be  collected,  as  they  have  been  laid, 
directly  from  the  propel  ty,  and  some 
have  been  so  collected,  it  would  seem  to 
follow  that  the  custody  of  the

The  next  public  meeting  of  the  Euclei 
an  Society  will  be  held  on  Monday  eve- 
The  meeting  will  be  en 


the  one  particularly 
acknowledging  that  “by  His  will  goveru- 
i  meat  is  ordained,  and  upheld  while 
i  in  the  other,  the  President  uses  the  words 
“Father  of  Mercies.”  in  speaking  of  a 
watchful  Provideuce.  While  he  earnestly 
approved  these  ackuowldgeraents  on  the 
part  of  oar  rulers,  so  dearly  rebuking 
the  various  forma  of  error  and  irrtdigion, 
yet  he  hoped  the  time  would  come  when 
rulers  would  not  be  afraid  to  recog¬ 
nize  God  os  heartily  and  completely  us 
in  the  whole  passage  of  Scripturo  in 
which  the  words  quoted  by  tho  President 
occur  : 

“Blessed  l>c  God,  even  the  Father  of 
our  Lord  Jesna  Christ,  the  Father  of  mor- 
|  cies  and  the  God  of  all  comfort.” 

The  speaker  stated  the  object  of  this 
day  of  thanksgiving  to  bo  for  people  to 
turn  their  miuds  to  God  ;  to  nnite  the 
hearts  of  all  iu  kindly  affection  ;  to  con¬ 
secrate  the  whole  day  to  harmony,  love, 
praise  and  almsgiving  in  gTatitude  to 
God.  He  invited  particular  attention  to 
the  latter  part  of  the  text — “tho  God  of 
all  comfort."  He  defined  comfort  os  a 
word  meaning  a  great  deal  more  than 
simply  happiness.  It  was  the  broad,  rich 
meadow  oat  of  which  sprung  ap  the  little 
flowers  of  happiness.  It  yielded  joys  for 
the  child  ;  for  the  nged  ;  for  the  weary  ; 
for  the  disappointed  ;  the  sick,  and  the 
bereayed.  Oh  to  how  many  of  us  is  this 
word  comfort  exactly  united  !  How  is 
God  a  comfort  ?  In  answer  to  this  ques¬ 
tion  it  was  maintained  that  simply  to 
know  God  was  a  comfort  A  touching 
picture  was  drawn  of  tho  mysterious 
doubts  and  fears  of  tho  ancient  pagans 
of  Greece,  who  erected  temples  to  “the 
unknown  God,”  contrasting  it  with  th« 
brighter  scenes  of  our  own  luud  at  the 
present  day,  where  the  Sun  of  Righteous¬ 
ness  cheers  our  path  and  chases  away  the 
gloom  of  death,  revenliug  the  form  of 
Him  who  loves  us  and  will  receive  us  in¬ 
to  his  kingdom.  Of  all  the  comfort  a 
people  may  have,  the  clear  knowledge  ot 
the  true  God  is  tho  greatest. 

The  speaker  next  alluded  to  God  as  the 
author  of  all  secondary  comforts,  such  as 
were  found  in  our  own  luud,  6aying  there 
was  no  place  where  so  great  privileges, 
such  wealth  of  comfort  abounded.  That 
they  had  not  in  the  past  year  been  with¬ 
drawn  from  us  was  a  matter  for  heartfelt 
thanksgiving.

would  rfVert  to  the  township  authorities. 
This  would  of  course  destroy  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  avenues  as  county  thorough¬ 
fares.  They  would  then  be  no  more  nor 
lees  tban  township  roads.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  \ehole  expense  of  opening 
as  well  as  maintaining  them  should  be 
borne  by  the  county.  Had  this  plan 
been  pursued  in  the  beginning  much 
trouble  would  have  been  avoided.  An 
egregious  mistake  was  made  in  the 
case  of  Bloomfield  avenue,  when  it 
was  assumed  that  the  property  there¬ 
on  was  **  peculiarly  benefited  ”  by 
the  widening,  grading  and  paving. 
In  the  great  majority  of  cases,  the  own¬ 
ers  are  irreparably  damaged.  On  tbe 
contrary,  Newark  reaps  the  greatest  bon- 
eflt  from  this  avenue.  The  leading  news- 
pvper  of  that  city,  a  few  days  ago,  ac- 
knowIeJged  as  much  when  it  tbowed  j 
Anxiety  lest  these  avennes — “feeders  to 
the  city's  trade,”  (we  believe  they  were 
so  termed,)  should  be  turned  over  to  the 
negligent  mercies  of  tbe  townships.  It 
is  plain  to  see  that  Newark,  very  natural¬ 
ly  and  Benaibly,  wants  the  avenues  kept 
in  tip  top  repair,  chiefly  because  they 
enhance  her  trade.  Iu  a  larger  degree 
than  some  have  been  inclined  to  think, 
these  straight,  level,  hard  roads,  leading 
directly  into  Newark,  enrich  the  city  at 
tbe  expense  of  the  suburbs.  When  it 
comes  to  a  plain  calculation,  the  town¬ 
ships  lose  considerable  while  Newark 
gains  a  great  deal,  from  the  maintenance

which  it  is  destined  to  live.  Prejudice 
makes  us  Lice  or  button  ourselves  iu  tight 
clothing  wheu  we  know  from  experience 
that  we  arc  never  more  comfortable  than 
in  our  night-gowns.  We  eat  without  ap¬ 
petite  because  it  is  dinner  time ;  and  we 
drink  without  being  thirsty  because  it  is 
tea  time;  we  go  to  bed  because  it  is  twelve 
o'clock,  (M.  N.  B.),  und  wo  get  up  be¬ 
cause  it  is  eight  o’clock.  And  when  by- 
reason  of  this  perversencils  our  constitu¬ 
tions  are  ruined,  we  call  in  a  physician 
to  remedy  it,  who  gives  us  certain  medi¬ 
cines  from  prejudice;  though,  but  for 
the  prejudices  that  blind,  experience 
might  perhaps  have  taught  him  that  they 
more  frequently  kill  than  cure.  It  is 
prejudice  which  sends  us  to  school,  to 
waste  the  happiest  portion  of  our  lives  iu 
acquiring  whut  most  of  us  soon  forget  or 
never  cun  turn  to  use,  or  which  at  most 
will  only  serve  to  teach  us  we  know 
nothing,  and  it  is  prejudice  which  impels 
ns  to  consume  the  remainder  of  our  ex¬ 
istence  in  pursuits  for  the  acquisition  of 
honors,  “which  are  bat  for  a  day,”  or 
means  of  display  which  are  either  void  of 
enjoyment  or  the  enjoyment  is  too  light 
to  bo  worth  the  labor,  or  of  wealth  from 
which  we  may  never  reap  advantage. 
And  while  from  an  inordinate  and  preju¬ 
dicial  love  of  property  some  men  permit 
themselves  thus  to  live  iu  actual 
want,  from  another  prejudice  they  fre¬ 
quently  impoverish  tho  living  in  order 
to  procure  whut  is  called  a  decent  funer¬ 
al  for  the  dead.  It  is  prejudice  which 
maintains  the  distinction  of  rank  among 
mankind;  it  is  pr.-judice  which  makes  a 
public  couceru  of  Chat  which  rests  cnly 
between  man  and  his  Maker;  it  is  preju¬ 
dice  that  cucumbers  public  law  and  law¬ 
yers  with  forms  until  they  are  considered 
almost  a  curse  to  society.  There  is  also 
another  species  of  rank  that  by  the  help 
of  prejudice  draws  upon  the  respect  of 
m&nkiud,  *.  e.  the  distinction  of  wealth. 
A  rich  mau  is  all  the  world  over , ipso  facto, 
a  respectable  man,  and  the  less  wealthy 
bow  down  before  him,  not  only  from  mo¬ 
tives  of  interest,  (and  these  are  wonder¬ 
fully  developed  in  their  strength)  or  be¬ 
cause  he  is  the  most  polished,  the  best 
informed  or  most  liberal,  but  simply  be¬ 
cause  prejudice  lias  taught  them  to  pros¬ 
trate  themselves  before  the  mammon  of 
a  fall  parse.  They  employ  any  means 
to  gain  access  to  it,  and  the  same  extrem¬ 
ity  of  measure  to  get  oat  when  its  con¬ 
tents  are  exhausted.  “ Satis,  superque .”

A  rare  celes*inl  phenomenon  occurred 
last  Sunday  night,  in  the  southern  sky, 
when  the  planets  Saturn  and  Mars  erm  e  1 
each  other’s  trucks.  At  ten  o’clock  both 
stars  appeared  to  be  almost  in  contact, 
their  distance  apart  being,  in  astronomi¬ 
cal  measurement,  less  than  half  a  degree. 
Tbo  brilliancy  and  beautifully  contrasted 
colors  of  the  stars  os  they  shone  together 
pear  the  south-western  horizon  formed  a 
conspicuous  and  most  interesting  object. 
Mars,  which  was  the  .lower  star  at  the 
conjunction,  is  moving  eastward,  while 
Saturn  is  also  traveling  slowly  in  the  same 
direction.  The  relative  progress  of  the 
two  planets  can  easily  be  studied  and  re¬ 
alized  now  that  they  are  as  near  each  oth¬ 
er, — one  requiring  thirty  and  the  other 
only  about  two  years  for  a  complete  cir¬ 
cuit  among  the  fixed  stars.

of  these  thoroughfares, 
itute  iu  tho  belief  that  the  balance  of 
benefit  is  largely  in  favor  of  the  city. 
The  better  facilities  afforded,  in  all  di¬ 
rections,  for  farmers  to  get  their  produce 
into  the  city  market  makes  a  sharper 
competition  in  these  commodities,  and 
what  are  the  results  ?  Produce  of  all 
kinds  is  cheapened  ;  it  can  generally  be 
bought  more  reasonably  in  Newark  than 
in  Bloomfield  ;  the  city  stores  do  u 
healthy,  brisk  cash  business,  while  out 
here  money  is  in  limited  cirenlaliuu. 
If  one  has  a  twenty  dollar  green- 
liack  he  wishes  to  exehauge  for  smaller 
bills,  the  chances  are  that  bo  will  not 
find  a  storekeeper  in  town  with  sufficient 
funds  in  his  drawer  to  make  the  change. 

Thus  onr  Road  Board  avenue  is  in  some 
measure  a  damage  rather  than  a  benefit 
to  the  townships  through  which  it  passes. 
As  for  the  immediate  owners  upon  it, 
where  do  tfyir  benefits  come  iu  ?  They 
certainly  derive  none  from  the  ceasehss 
din  and  dual  created  by  the  transit  post 
their  doors  of  been  charcoal  and  farm 
wagons.  Is  it  strange  that  these  owners 
are  disposed  to  fight  the  R  >ad  Board, 
since  they  are  taxed  directly  for  the  al¬ 
most  entire  cost  of  constructing  a  road 
that  is  of  so  little  benefit  to  them  and  of 
so  great  advantage  to  others  ? 

YY  hat  can  be  done,  at  this  late  day,  to 
right  tbe  wrongs  that  hav*  been  com¬ 
mitted,  it  is  a  difficult  matter  to  say. 
To  spread  the  cost  of  Bloomfield 
avenue  npon  the#  townships,  ns  some 
hare  proposed,  would  be  a  thorough¬ 
ly  unjust  proceeding,  only  equaled,  per¬ 
haps,  by  thut  already  done,  in  assessing 
all  property  within  500  feet  of  the  ave- 
nne  on  either  side.  One  is  inclined  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  latter  brilliant  project  was 
oonceived  in  order  to  tax  people  niooly  for 
the  privilege  of  heariugthe  racket  and  in¬ 
haling  the  dust  raised  by  the  beer  and 
charcoal  wagons  aforesaid, that  being  jast 
a  boat  the  distance  to  which  said  din 
and  dust  extend.  Whoever  conceived 
the  500  ft.  plan  ought  to  be  sentenced 
to  do  penance  by  a  ten  years’  residence 
on  ths  avenue,  by  which  time  be  would 
probably  Jssxn  by  experience  who  are 
peculiarly  benefited,  and  who  peculiarly 
damaged  by  the  improvement. 

There  are  some  ownsrs  who  have  stead¬ 
fastly  refused  to  psy  their  assessments, 
and  we  believe  they  do  right.  There  is

The  New  Town  House. 

The  Township  Committee  vuited  th  e 
new  almshouse  lost  Friday  afternoon  nt 
the  request  of  Mr.  Overseer  Walker. 
They  went  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting 
the  building,  to  determine  whether  the 
Overseer  had  properly  superintended  the 
work  which  had  been  committed  to  his 
care.  After  a  thorough  inspection  of 
the  building,  they  declared  themselves 
perfectly  satisfied,  and  were  of  the  opin¬ 
ion  that  the  township  now  has  a  good, 
comfortable  and  neat  almshouse,  of  am¬ 
ple  size  for  a  number  of  years  to  come. 

The  dimensions  of  the  house  are  24 
by  32  feet,  with  an  extension  13)  by  13J- 
Tbe  first  floor  contains  a  kitchen  or 
wash-room,  a  large  dining  room,  also  a 
sitting  room,  pantry  and  bail  room.  On 
the  second  floor  are  five  bed -rooms,  with 
ample  means  for  ventilation,  fan-lights, 
having  been  ujaced  over  each  door.  The 
attio  has  fouran  ished  rooms  which  are 
well  lighted  making  good  sleeping  rooms. 

The  carpenter  work  was  done  by  Boat¬ 
man  A  Haley,  the  contract  having  been 
exented  in  a  “good  and  workmanlike 
manner.”  The  mason  work,  by  a  well- 
known  builder,  Richard  Jaooboa,  is  also 
believed  to  be  a  thoroughly  “good  job." 
The  cost  of  this  entirely  new  building  is 
$1,652,  or  only  about  8100  more  than 
was  estimated  aud  appropriated  fos  re¬ 
pairing  the  old  house.
